Changes  in  McKinley

With  a  master  plan  and  grant  funding 
in  hand,  the  Friends  of  McKinley  Square 
are  getting  ready  to  complete  the  trans- 
formation of  the  hillside  park  between 
the  San  Bruno  Avenue  community  garden, 
the  new  children's  playground  at  Vermont 
and  20th  Streets,  and  the  CalTrans  re- 
taining wall  bordering  highway  101. 

After  more  than  seven  years  of  orga- 
nizing and  hard  work,  the  group  has 
already  made  significant  progress  in 
improving  both  the  aesthetics  and  safety 
of  the  park  at  the  corner  of  Vermont  and 
20th.  Since  completion  of  the  first  phase 
of  renovation  last  year,  the  new  children's 
play  area  has  become  a  well-used  meeting 
place*  for  neighborhood  kids  and  their 
parents. 

"Lots  of  sunbathers,  picnickers,  frisbee 
players,  photographers,  a  local  Hula  group, 
and  Tai  Chi  devotees  all  use  the  grassy 
area  on  Vermont  Street."  says  Joan 
Ryssin-Anthony,  one  of  the  group's  orga- 
nizers. 

Now  the  group  is  turning  its  attention 
to  the  wild  hillside  to  the  west  of  the 
grass.  Local  architect  Scott  Lee  and 
Hill  landscape  designer  Jeffrey  Smith 
have  volunteered  their  time  and  expertise 
to  produce  a  master  plan  for  the  hillside 
designed  to  triple  the  useful  area  of  the 
park  and  attract  walkers,  joggers,  fami- 
lies, butterfly  lovers,  and  dog  owners. 
New  paths  were  graded  last  year  with  a 
$4,200  Neighborhood  Park  grant  from  the 
City  matched  by  local  fundraising.  In 
coming  months,  $35,000  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  will  construct  new 
steps  and  retaining  walls  to  stabilize 
the  paths. 

"We're  also  working  on  plans  for  a 
butterfly  garden,"  says  Cathy  Franklin, 
another  of  the  core  group.  "There's  still 
money  to  be  raised  for  that."  The  garden 


is  planned  for  an  area  next  to  the  path 
just  beiow  the  picnic  tables. 

Another  matching  grant,  from  the 
Mayor's  Neighborhood  Beautification 
Fund,  has  been  awarded  to  reconfigure 
and  landscape  the  entrance  to  the  hillside 
area.  Because  volunteer  hours  count 
toward  the  local  match,  the  group  is 
hoping  for  a  large  turnout  at  a  workday 
scheduled  for  Saturday,  September  23. 
from  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  Workers  will 
clear  the  butterfly  garden,  remove  fox- 
tails, trash,  and  broken  glass  from  the 
hillside,  and  start  work  on  the  entrance 
at  20th  and  San  Bruno.  The  new  entry 
should  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
October. 

Since  the  hillside  also  happens  to  be 
one  of  a  dwindling  handful  of  legal  off- 
leash  dog  runs  in  the  City,  Friends  of 
McKinley  Square  are  considering 
raising  funds  for  the  area  by  selling 
personalized  "Doggie  Tiles"  commemo- 
rating special  pets  or  their  owners. 

Members  of  the  group  have  been 
working  closely  with  Rec  and  Park  to 
accomplish  improvements  to  date. 
Franklin  says  that  area  supervisor 
Shawn  Sweeney  and  park  planners 
Deborah  Learner  and  Dan  Mauer  have 
been  especially  helpful.  City  Open 
Space  funds  supported  construction 
of  the  children's  playground  a  year 
ago.

Hill  Bikers  Come  Home 

Cross  Country  Trip

When  Jerry  Probert  moved  to  San  Fran- 
cisco from  Stratford,  Connecticut  in 
1980.  he  dreamed  of  returning  to  his 
hometown  one  day.  And,  as  he  celebrat- 
ed his  40th  birthday  last  year,  his  plans 
were  shaping  up.  With  Potrero  Hill 
friend  Darby  Hillyard  he  flew  to  Conn, 
on  May  15  and  they  began  their  trip  back 
to  San  Francisco  ~    by  bicycles. 

Probert  met  Hillyard  several  years  ago, 
remembering  "a  pimply  faced  kid.  who 
was  overweight."  He  got  the  younger 
man  into  a  cycling  regimen,  and  told 
Hillyard  his  plans  for  the  future  cross- 
country trip. 

Hillyard  was  intrigued  with  the  plan  and 
suggested  joining  him.  "1  wanted  to  go 
for  the  adventure  and  challenge,"  a  trim 
Hillyard  told  the  View. 

HiHyard  (27)  has  since  completed  a 
seven  and  a  half  week  bike  run  in  1998 
for  the  American  Lung  Association.  He 
trot  ri'pport^and  fundine  for  that  effort 
i-oni  Potie.o  mil  buMncKse^. 

Probert,  an  employee  at  Anchor  Brew- 
ing Company  on  De  Haro  Street,  asked 
owner  Fritz  Maytag  for  time  off  in  order 
to  make  the  trip.  Maytag  replied  that 
he,  too,  had  made  such  a  cross  country 
bike  trip  in  1962,  and  gave  his  employee 
the  requested  eight  and  a  half  weeks  off. 

In  preparation  for  the  ambitious  trek 
across  the  country.  Probert  biked  to  the 
Marin  Headlands  every  day  —  a  40  mile 
jaunt. 

When  interviewed  for  this  story,  the 
two  hardly  contained  themselves,  they 
were  so  excited  and  happy  to  talk  about 
their  adventure. 

They  remembered  the  awe  of  visiting 
the  smallest  town  they'd  ever  seen,  in 
Ingomar.  Montana,  with  a  population  of 


nine;  the  odd  weather  changes  —  17 
days  of  rain,  and  some  days  of  40  miles 
per  hour  headwinds,  with  BU  miles  per 
hour  gusts  —  it  was  a  challenge  to  pedal 
in  those  conditions. 

They  met  "wonderful  people"  along  the 
way,  and  were  invited  to  stay  in  private 
homes.  Once  they  even  took  advantage 
of  an  offer  to  use  a  hot  tub. 
Probert  recalled  the  day  he  was  sitting 
on  his  bike  by  the  side  of  the  road  and  a 
hawk  walked  over  and  climbed  up  his  leg. 
"I  don't  know  which  of  us  was  more  sur- 
pri'icd."  he  said. 

Their  odyssey  took  them  from  Connect- 
icut to  New  York,  Ontario  (Canada). 
Michigan,  Wisconsin.  Minnesota,  and 
South  and  North  Dakota.  Part  of  the 
trip  followed  the  Lewis  and  Clark  trail 
through  Montana  and  Idaho,  and  they 
racked  up  3,950  miles  in  this  53-day  trip. 

The  longest  day  they  recalled  was  the 
126  miles  they  travelled  from  Missoula, 
Montana  to  Lowell,  Idaho,  because  the 
time  change  gained  them  an  hour  and  the 
ride  was  downhill. 

When  they  finally  reached  the  West 
Coast,  they  experienced  the  coldest 
weather  of  the  whole  trip,  but  were  so 
happy  to  see  Oregon,  and.  finally.  Calif- 
ornia, it  didn't  matter. 

On  their  return  July  13.  they  came  ac- 
ross the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  rode  down 
the  Embarcadero  to  18th  Street,  and  up 
the  hill  and  were  met  by  rousing  cheers 
of  "welcome"  by  regular  customers  of 
Bloom's  Saloon,  and  folks  to  greet  them 
who  were  waiting  at  Farley's  (owned 
by  Hillyard's  father  Roger). 

As  they  climbed  up  Potrero  Hill,  they 
said  "we  cried  our  eyes  out."  It  was  a 
shock  of  happiness  to  be  back  in  San 
Francisco.  "It  (the  trip)  was  a  challenge," 
Probert  said,  speaking  for  both  of  them, 
"and  we  accomplished  so  much.  It  was 
the  hardest  thing  I've  done  in  my  life."

NEW  HEAD  AT  POTRERO  HILL  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

Former  acting  principal  Paul  White's  contract  was  not  renewed  ut  the  end  of  the 
Spring  semester,  and  Gregg  Bender  was  as'^igned  to  be  in  charge  of  the  school 
until  a  new  principal  could  be  hired.  Bender  had  a  long  career  in  the  district,  as 
teacher,  head  counselor,  assistant  principal,  principal  and  Middle  Schools  Super- 
visor. He  stressed  the  need  to  focus  on  student  skills  and  small,  family  size  learning 
groups.  He  intended  to  put  into  effect  a  curriculum  plan  that  had  been  adopted 
in  1988.  but  not  yet  implemented. including  a  planning  process  involving  teacher-;, 
staff  and  administrators  at  the  school.

The  work  furlough  facility  at  23rd  and  Indiana  Streets,  run  by  Eclectic  Sommunica- 
tions.  Inc.  (ECI)  has  been  in  operation  for  two  months  and  is  expanding  iti  educa- 
tional, job  search  and  counseling  services  available  to  men  coming  out  of  the  state 
prison  system.  All  residents  of  the  50-bed  facility  are  within  four  months  of  their 
parole  date.  The  facility  is  locked  at  all  times.  The  aim  of  the  program  is  to  re- 
integrate the  men  into  norma!  human  society. 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  AGREES  TO  GRANT  PROPERTY  TO  ARTS  DECO 

The  SFUSD  agreed  with  ArtsDeco.  the  group  planning  to  build  29  below  market 
rate  Artist's  live/work  spaces  at  I8th  and  Arkansas  Streets,  to  grant  them  surplus 
school  property  along  19th  Street  to  be  used  as  neighborhood  open  space.  Such  use  of 

the  land  was  contingent  on  city  approval  of  the  entire  controversial  development 
planned  for  the  area.

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JAZZ  REUNION 

"Things  Ain't  Wtiat  Ttiey  Used  To  Be

A  reunion  can  be  a  mixed  bag  for  part- 
iripants.  a  gleeful  romp  through  the  past 
for  some,  but  n  crashing  bore  for  others. 

This  disparity  did  not  occur,  however, 
when  a  dwindling  corps  of  players  of  the 
vibrant  San  Francisco  jazz  scene  circa 
the  I  931);;  and  1  y4l)s  had  a  first-ever  re- 
union at  a  favorite  Hill  gathering  place, 
the  Connecticut  Yankee.  Eleven  men 
got  together  for  a  nostalgic  stroll  through 
yesteryear  on  an  August  afternoon  that 
might  well  have  been  titled  after  a  Uuke 
HUington  tune.  "Things  Ain't  What  They 
Used  lo  be." 

To  a  man.  throughout  the  leisurely 
hours  of  reminiscing,  the  septuagenarians 
and  octagcnarians  punched  holes  in  the 
common  wisdom  about  memory  loss  in 
the  aged,  as  they  recalled  bands  in  which 
they  had  played  as  far  back  as  high  school 
days,  and  ticked  off  the  personnel  without 
missing  a  beat. 

Their  musical  odyssey  began  in  high 
scliool  -  Lowell,  Galileo,  and  Sacred 
Heart,  -  "when  music  was  everywhere, 
emanating  from  dance  halls,  night  clubs, 
theatres.,  and  hotels,  recalled  drummer 
Karl  Watkins. 

Trombonist  Bud  Ginther  agreed,  "There 
was  lots  of  work,  especially  for  big  bands. 
During  prom  season  1  played  as  many  as 
three  a  week.  But  that  kind  of  activity 
has  dried  up.  Now  rarely  will  a  16-piece 
band  be  hired  for  $2,000  when  a  DJ  is 
available  for  $500." 

Having  grown  up  on  McAllister  Street 
in  the  Fillmore  district,  and  expanding  on 
Watkins'  "music  was  everywhere"  comm- 
ents. 1  recalled  seeing  the  Bay  Area's 
kingpin  saxman.  Bob  Barfield,  walking  to 
his  nightly  gig  at  the  city's  late-1930s 
jazz  mecca.  the  Club  Alabam,  carrying 
his  horn  in  a  brown  paper  bag.  Accepting 
this  as  part  of  Burfield's  quirkincss,  none 
of  his  disciples  qiie';tioned  why  the  horn 


was  not  in  its  case.  Instead,  other  play- 
ers started  carrying  their  instruments 
in  shopping  bags. 

Mark  Tee!  and  Hal  Strack  were  ardent 
Burfield  followers.  Stark  reported  on  the 
lesson  he  took  with  his  mentor,  "who 
charged  $5  for  the  hour,  focused  on  my 
fingering  technique,  and  told  me  nol  tc 
waste  my  lime  with  more  lessons." 

There  was  a  serious  backdrop  to  all 
this  creative  activity.  The  Depression 
dictated  a  path  toward  San  Francisco 
State  College,  and  a  teacher's  degree  — 
providing  the  "day  job"  that  could  be  re- 
lied on  if  gigs  became  saarce. 

The  1941  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  put 
this  game  plan  on  hold,  though,  as  re- 


cruiters sought  out  the  musicians  for 
military  band  duty  in  far-flung  places, 
including  a  Navy  unit  in  Honolulu  and  an 
Air  Force  installation  at  Tonopah.  Nev. 

"The  November  day  we  were  to  car 
caravan  to  Tonopah  started  at  the  Mus- 
icians Union  hall  at  8  a.m..  "  Ginther  re- 
called. "About  20  of  us  were  joined  by 
two  guys  who  came  directly  from  an  all- 
night  gig.  stin  dressed  in  tuxedos  and 
black  patent  leather  shoes.  They  made 
up  their  minds  about  joining  us  when  they 
saw  manv  familiar  faces.  When  we  eot 
to  Tonopah,"  Ginther  continued,  "the  in- 
auction  sergeant  who  greeted  us  could 
barely  contain  himself  seeing  the  pair 
dressed  for  anything  but  the  wintry  blasts 
of  Tonopah  at  6000  feet." 


After  the  war,  some  returned  to  attend 
San  Francisco  State  College,  where  the 
1946  curriculum  included  a  big  jazz  band 
course  which  was  also  underway  then  at 
campuses  in  Southern  California.  Arizona, 
and  Texas,"  reported  Allen  Smith,  who 
played  trumpet  in  the  aggregation  at 
Stale  —  an  incubator  for  such  giants  as 
Paul  Desmond,  Jerome  Richardson,  Cal 
Tjader.  and  Richard  Wyands. 

In  the  post-war  years,  having  complet- 
ed and  gone  well  beyond  apprenticeship, 
they  went  with  famous  name  bands: 
Vernon  Alley  played  bass  with  Count 
Basic;  Dick  Collins  with  Woody  Herman; 
Jerome  Richardson  with  Thad  Jones-Mel 
Lewis;  Teel  with  Meridith  Wilson;  Chuck 
Travis  with  Jimmy  Dorsey;  Joe  Dodge 
with  the  Dave  Brubeck  Quartet;  and  Wat- 
kins with  Earl  "Fatha"  Hines. 

With  the  nation  roiling  in  the  civil 
rights  struggle  of  the  1960s,  members  of 
San  Francisco's  two  musicians'  unions 
started  breaking  down  the  color  barrier 
between  them.  "For  too  long,  black  and 
while  musicians  paid  dues  to  parallel 
organizations  even  though  they  were 
playing  together  more  and  more  in  bands 
and  combos,"  recalled  Alley  and  Watkins, 
who  played  key  roles  in  finally  bringing 
about  a  merger. 

While  some  of  the  group  became 
committed  to  playing  full  time,  others 
turned  to  careers  outside  music:  Strack 
became  an  Air  Force  general.  Collins 
was  a  librarian.  Smith  became  and  still  is 
a  school  administrator,  and  Lou  Malvino 
opened  a  war  surplus  and  later  a  clothing 
store. 

Today,  drummer  Watkins  is  the  only 
one  who  still  is  a  full-time  musician.  He 
heads  a  combo  that  is  a  long-time  fix- 
ture at  Scott's  in  Oakland's  Jack  London 
Square,  and  also  plays  at  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  functions. 

But  Joe  Dodge,  Watkins'  percussion
